As every incident connected with the late | 
great race of clipper-ships is read with, in- 
terest, we have pleasure in recording the 
fact that both the Tueping and the Serica,

so strongly convinced of the value of the in- 
vention as an auxiliary to expeditious 
voyages that he ha ordered the ship, which 
was before a double-top-sail ship, to be im- 
mediately fitted with Mr Cunningham's 
patent. 


We extract from our contemporary the 
Press the following account of a brush with 
the pirates ;— i 

On the 12th instant, the boats’ créws of 
H.M.S. Salamis (Commander. Suttie) and 
H.M.G.B. Janus, (Lieut. Commr Johnson) 
had a brush with pirates at'a place named 
Tui Nia on the W. Coast of the Island of 
Tonqua. Acting on.the information re- 
ceived from the Mandarin of Quang-Hai, 
Commander Snittie landed with the above 
force numbering about 45 men and officers, 
for the purpose of reconnoitering this loca- 
lity, which appears to’ consist of a large 


mangrove swamp, lying behind a barrier of 
sand, and ‘skirted by high and thickly 
wooded hills. In one of. the creeks, by 
which this swamp is intersected, werethree 
junks, and five snake boats, on approaching 
which, the party was fired on, from several 
directions, whilst a straggling force of about 
200 men (ag nearly as could be ascertained) ' 
were seen to be making off towards the hill, 


carrying with them, as’ usual, all they 
could conveniently bundle together at a 
short riutice: some however remained it the 
brushwood on the near hill side, and ¢on- 
tinued a straggling fire with by no means a 
bad aim; one Bullet, (amongst other ‘‘close 
shaves”) passing within a few inches of 
Commr, Suittie’s head, Of course these 
raffians were speedily dislodged, ‘and seve- 
ral of them shot, whilst scrambling up the 
hill. In the meantime, Lieut. Johneon, 
with six men, pursued the main body of re- 
treating Pirates, and liad‘arrived within 
200 yards of them, when a party of abont 
40 made a stand in a smiall_ gap) where they 
‘planted a red and white flag, ‘and commen- 
ced firing’ witha rapidity and precision 
which might have given us a sadder tale to 
tell, had not a bank been fortunately at 
hand, behind which Lieut. Johnson halted 
his men and having’ extended them. in 
skirmishing order, kept up a steady fire.on f 
the gap, which in about ten minutes, effec- 
tually dislodged the‘enemy. He then pro- 
ceeded to take possession. of the position 
vacated by the pirates,.and, as they were 
mustering in force at the head-of the val- 
ley some 800 yards on, halted for reinforce- 
ments: these soon came up, but with orders 
to retire from Commander Suttie, who ve- 
ry sensibly deemed it inexpedient to follow 
far, inan unknown country, a force whose 
strength he had not been able to ascertain. 
The junks and snake. boats were all effec 
tually destroyed, and after having: thus’ 
crippled the resources of the: pirates, the

Some singu- 
lar, misconceptions are existing amongst 
the natives on this and other points, and 
there doés not seem to be any reliable 
public channel of communication between 
the Government and the native Governed 
It would hardly be believed at home that 
there are but six European officials ; in 
Hongkong who understand the language of 
the one hundred and twenty. thousand Chi- 
nese in this Colony. These gentlemen more- 
over, form the only reliable official meats 
of communication between our authori- 
ties and the natives, and as three of them 
are still students, it may not unfairly be 
presunied that but three gentlemen repre- 
sent the whole fully qualified interpreto- 
rial pover at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment. ~ There are several missionaries and 
other residents who are fully. qualified as 
interpreters, but who cannot be expected to 
possess the leisure or inclination to rede 
gratis services of this kind; and there are 
a- number of Chinese who have made guod 
progress in English, but who would make 
a curious hash of putting a quotation from 
a book on international jaw, for instance, 
into Chinese. Thuis far our verbal inter— 
preters. Our facilities in the way of print 
are almost equally restricted. Officially: we 
have the Government Gazette, which may 
chiefly be desctibed as a praiseworthy at- 
tempt to render into Chinese. and publish 
official matters important to.the. natives. . 
It has never receive! (at all -events of 
late years) anything like proper European 
editorial supervision, for the simple rcason 
that to edit it properly would require the 
undivided attention and time of at least 
one European well acquainted with the 
Chinese language. We have only to refer 
to numbers a week .or two back to sup- 
port our assertion, and we do not see how 
it is possible that with the numerous duties 
devolving upon them, the gentlemen who 
have exercised-a general supervision over 
it. could liaye well done more than they 
have accomplished.. Furthermore a Gov- 
ernment Gazette for the natives requires 
to be something more than.a dry record. 
of official. facts or translatiow ‘of papers 
originally prepared in anotlrer language. 
It must of course.be exclusively e govern- 
ment organ, bat it should if “many cases 
contain explanatory noticescarefully drawn 
up to prevent misapprehension on the part’ 
of its readers, who ore vastly different in 
intellectual status from those who peruse 
the English edition. 

The last public’ medium of communica- 
tion with the Chinese to which we would 
draw attention’ is the Chinese version of 
our contemporary the Vaily Press. As 
a private undertaking it cannot of course’ 
-be criticized in the same manner as a 
government production, but it must be 
‘acknowledged that the responsibility de- 
yolving upon the editor of such a publi- 
cation 18 onerous in. the extreme. The 
‘Chinesé in their'recent petition respecting 
the new ordinance referred to certain erro- 
neous ideas conveyed to their ‘minds 
‘through this medium, We do not in thus 
drawing attention to its deficiencies attri- 
bute any sespormabiliiy to the editorial 
staff ofthe English Daily fess, being 
perfectly aware that the two papers have 
no connection’ with each other further 
than containing in some cases similar 
items of news; and’ that the Chinese edi- 
tion is not, aspypulailysupposed,a transla- 
tion of its English companion. But we 
have sometinied tioticed its singular inac- 
curacy iu dealing with public questions, 
which we have reason to believe arises 
rather from the fact of its contents ap- 
pearing under Chinese supervision, than 
from: any Intentional error.

THE HARBOUR MASTER’S DE- 
PARTMENT AND THE NEW 
ORDINANCES, 


We are not aware of the actual extent to 
which it is proposed to increase the uum 
ber of officers comprising the staff of the 
barbour mastef, but judging from past expe- 
rience it will be necessary to effect some 
- great changes to enable.that hardworked 
department to fulfil the many demanis 
upon its resources which will arise under 
the new ordinances. Another European 
officer at least is required to enable it to 
property fulfil the duties of boarding and 
berthi&g foreign vessels, but no very spe- 
vial qualification is required for the post 
beyond the ordinary nantical knowledge 
and intelligence’ which: is generally pos- 
seased by those holding such appointments, 
With the registration of native junks 
however, and the numbertess duties there- 
by-imposed upon the newly appointed As- 
sistant’ Harbour Master, an amount of 
work will devolve upon the department

How on earth 
the carrying out of a Jaw in a spirit of the 
utmost forbearance compatible with its 
due’ execution igs: *tmaking a law on the 
understanding that it is to be broken,” we 
and the public generally, pre at a ‘Joss to 
conéeive. Laws may. be well enforced and 
well obeyed, althoughthosewhoerr throogh 
ignorance may be first warned before 
being punished, For our own part we 
think the instructions thus issted are de- 
‘ cidedly’ good and to the-point, and: the 
deseription given in the document quoted 
by our. contemporary of tlie qualifications 
requisite in any official nominated to'aid 
in carrying out the new regulations is 
nore than satisfactory. He must possess 
‘““a considerable amount of tact and dis- 
crimination combined with much patient 
and indulgent forbedrance.” It is bighly 
probable that these qualifications will 
hardly be found to exist in all the em- 
ployés of the: Harbour, Master's office, but 
as very similar nes are required, and ge- 
‘nerally jound in members of the Loridon 
police force, we may hupe that Hongkong 
will produce a few individaals we!l fitted 
for the posis in question, ‘ : 
. Seeing ‘how the comfort ‘and srfety of 
the Colonists are involved in: the nicasurgs 
intely proposed being efficiently carriet 
’ out, we cannot but feel considerable asto- 
uishment at findiug.an organ which -ad- 
dresses itself par excellence to’ the Chi- 
neee intellect: confining itself. to sneering 
at the steps taken to meet the esigencics 
of the case after haying itself: expressed 
its approval and senseofthe nécessi: y of the 
new ordi es. Did it favor us with 
-hny practical stggestioné as to a better 


arrangement, or did it shew up a weak 
point in the proposed measures, it would’ 
doubtless confer a benefit upon its read- 
ers; but its assertion that-the authorities 
are guilty of recommending a “practical 
disregard” of the law by their urging for- 
bearunce, tact,,and -diseretion upan their 
subordinates, i8 both illogical and injudi- 
ciou>—especially so as its statemeuts arc 
apt tv be accepted by Chinese readers a3 
the views of a section of the foreign resi- 
dents in Hongkong. Our, contemporary 
winds up with a delicious piece of criti- 
cisni ot the paragraph in the instructions 
which says :—‘No officer will be permit- 
ted to say that any order given him does 
not come within the sphere of his’ duties.” 

This order is, according to the Press, 
“the funniest part of the set of -instrue- 
tions,” and is moreover “‘a sort of injunc- 
tion to. [the subordinate] devote limself 
bedy and soul.to the department and

THE LAW OF SALVAGE. 
Dent & orvers v, M’ Paar. “~~ 
The following is the full judgment deli- 
vered-by His Honor the Chief Justice in 
Dent and others versus M’Phail :— - 
This;,special case was fully and ably 
argued before me on the 31st of October 
last. The facts are so set forth-in the case 
as to render it unnecessary for me to do 
inore than refer to its statements. On the 
hearing of the. argument, I suggestel that 
L felt nysel anable to consider the ques- 
tion otherwise than as one of legal right, at 
Common Law, but on the request of both 
| parties,*I consented to give my opinions on 
i every possible aspect of the Defendant’s 
title to the teas in question, or to. salvage’ 
as well in Admiralty or in Equity as at 
Common Law. The case was argued on 
this undcrstanding.. No moral blame was 
sought to be &ttached to any of the parties, 
and it was admitted that whatever the legal 
title of the Defendant might be his conduct 
| was meritorious, but the Plaintiffs denied 
the Defendunt’s legal title on principle and 
as a rule to govern future cases. . The 
prineiples which guide the Court in-coming 
to a conclusion on the facts stated are con- 
elusively jn favour of the Plaintiffs. Tbe 
Pescadores Islands, on one of which the 7. 
E. Boyd was wrecked, are admitted to be 
within the empire of China, but the.case ‘is 
silont.as to what is.the law of China, in 
matters the subject of question before me. 
Lam bound, therefore, the Plaintiffs claim- 
ing as owners being Englishmen residents, 
in this Colony, to assume that the English 
‘law, or at least law identical with English 
law, governs this case, according to the rule 
ably laid down in Westlake’s Private Inter- 
national law $413, as deduced from the cases 
there cited, to which Mr Pollard referred. 
Iam bound therefore to and I do apply 
English law to the case. The teas were 
taken from the wreck in 4 manner and un- 
der circumstances explained by the subse- 
quent sale, which would probably have sub- 
jected the natives to a criminal charge in 
an English Court of Justice ; for their ig- 
norance of the law would not excuse, 
although it would very greatly: mitigate, the 
moral character of the crime. 9 title 
could be acquired to a thing stolen. and no 
title could pass by sale with special, excep- 
tions not arising in this case. But let it 
be assumed: that these “natives were bona 
fide salvors in taking the teas out of the 
wreck, and that then and. there they were 
entitled to salvage. Salvage, according to 
the strict legal view, is the remuneration or 
reward awarded by the Court of Admiralty 
to -the persons by whose aid maritime 
propérty. has been saved. The salvor has 
only a qualified lien on the property saved . 
He mey give the property up to the true 
owner if he is satisfied, but he is bound 
(if not satisfied) to” bring the property 
saved either in person or by. an_ agent 
acting for: him for that. purpose into the 
nearest Court exercising Jurisdiction in Ad- 
miralty, fur the benefit of the true owners, 
and upon this condition only is he entitled 
to such amount of salvage as the Court 
thinks it just to give him, “having regard to 
the value, and to. his conduct, being in a 
greater or leas degree meritorious, Ifthe 
salvor does not that which under the cir- 
cumstances is equivalent to this, especially 
if he sell the property,. the salvor’s lien is 
gone, and in an action to- recover the pro- 
perty the true owner’ would, asin this case, 
be entitled to recover: the property or its 
value against any purchaser with notice. 
Andeed the Merchant Shipping Act 1854 by 
§.450 expressly declares a forfeiture of sal- 
vage on persons not giving up possession of 
property salved, or not giving notice to the 
receiver of wrecks for the district.  Inde- 
pendently of that act, the cases are nume- 
rous which shew an absolute loss of all re- 
medy to recover salvage by various acts of 
misconduct, and by conduct - inconsistent 
with the preservation of the property for 
the benefit of the true: owner.- The salvor 
must make out a case ex equo et beno as 


vage atall to him. Maritime lien for the 
salvage is the wenkest.kind of lien” In the 
ease of Donald v Suckling 1 Law Reports 
Q. B. 618, "Chief Justice Cockburn says: of 
‘alllien, ‘‘We are not dealing with a: case 
“ of lien which is merely the right to retain 
“ nossession-of the chattel; and which. right 
‘ig immediately: lost on the posséssion be- 
‘ing parted with unless to a. person who 
“ may be-considered as the agent for tlie 
“‘ purpose of its custotly.”. | presume the 
very learned Judge’s language means—and 
for that purpose only. The facts of-this 
case-shew that the teas were: parted with 
for no such limited purpose. Iam of opi- 
nion that the out and out sale of these teas 
to the Defendant worked an absolute for- 
feiture of all titles or lien to-or for salvage, 
even if theré had originally: been any stich 
‘title or lien in the natiyes.

Judgement must therefore be éntered for 
the plaintiffs for the agreed value of the 
teas $13,000. Lastly Iam of opinion that ac- 
cording to English Law, the natives acting 
as they did were not salvors, but that they 
were stealing from a wreck ; and the court 
presuming in the absence of proof to the 
contrary that the laws of the Chinese Em-~- 
pire are similar in this case tu those of Eng- 
Jand, must hold these natives to be guilty 
of acrime and_no title to salvage ever ac- 
crued. The subsequent conduct of the na- 
tives in selling and retaining all the pro- 
duce of sale by reflecting back an explana- 
tion of their'oviginal acts, entirely disenti- 
tled them to salvage, even if-they had been 
originally eutitled to it. Salvage is-a title 
to personal reward ;by the salvors them- 
selves, and their tit?®, if any, originally fail- 
ed, aud the defendant even if he had pur- 
chased in. ignorance of the fazts (the case 
states his knowledge of them) cannot be’ en- 
titled to the teas or any claim for salvage. 
My decision niust be the same whether at 
laly or in equity or in admiralty. I am re- 
lieved by the case from all considerations 
as to costs, ‘The suggestion of the learned 
Attorney General that we cannot’ expect 
savages at Formosa to comply with the con- 
ditions of our law of salvage received Iny 
cordial assent at the hearing. T was then 
induced to admit that the present was one 
of a class of cases to which if possible, con- 
sistently with the principles of. law, the 
court would strain their application ; but I 
am bound. reluctantly to come to the con- 
clusion that to recognise a legal claim even 
in these vatives themselves to salvage, still 
nore to recoynise it in the defendant, would 
be to act entirely beyond the principles of 
law and the' limits of all just decision on 
this subject. Principles have been most 
advantageously moulded +o meet new cir- 
cumstances, but no. judge has power to ig- 
nore old legal principles even whew appa- 
rent hardship is the consequence.

HAINAN AND THE WEST COAST. 

We have been fwvoured by a correspon- 
dent with some notes ofa trip he made last 
wonth to the West Coast and Hainan, and 
subjoin the following very interesting de- 
scription of what is a terra incognita to 
foreigners generally :— 

ve West Coast is the generic uame given 
to Wat part of the coast of Kwangtuuy 
which extends from Macao to the island of 
Hitinan, but why it is so called is by no 
means clear unless it be for the somewliat 
illogical reason that it forms the Southern 
coast of Kwangtung ; it hus however been 
suggested that it acquired this name in 
consequence of being westward-of the fo- 
reign ports of Macac.and Hongkong, a 
plausible cnough reason, but as a system of 
nomenclature open te the objection that if 
it be west of one place it must be east of 
some other place. Let this pass, however ; 
our. object now is not to discuss names but 
tu uarrate wliat we saw during an excursion 
lately made in that direction to -placeg but 
seldom before trodden by barbariaa |foot. 
We propose first to take a brief and |com- 
prehensive glance at- the geological and 
topographical features of the country, and 
then to treat separately of each place. we 
visited. | Pod 

Passing-Macao and. coasting inside the 
numerous. islands which border on the 
coast line of the main land, no novelty at- 
tracts special observation ; the fresh séa air 
is very enjoyable, and the scenery decidedly 
beautiful, being of a character similar to 
that .of the Lycemoon: and. Capsingmoow

Sailing boats ply between 
here and the mainland, and our small stea- 
nier is visited by several small sailing boats 
on the lookout fora job. These are flat- 
bottomed centre-board boats, built of hard- 
wood resembling Molava, which is- said to 
be produeed in the interior of the island; 
like all Chinese boats they have a clumsy 
appearance, but-the amount of canvas, or 
rather matting, which they carry, ~ aud 
the beautiful way’ in which they behave 
in a seaway, are truly marvelléus:. Em- 
barking in one of these, a few tacks brings 
is to the entrance of a lagoon, on either 
side of which is a fort, like all the great ar- 
chitectural works of defence in China setv- 
ing only to indicate departed power; passing 
between these we proceed for about half a 
mile up the lagoon and land at. the town of 
Hoihau, the sea port of Kiny-chau-fu. ~ 
Hoi-hau, the sea port of King-chau-fu, is 
by no'means an unimportant town ; in size 
it. may be compared to Swatow, but its 
streets are-wide and well payed, and there 
are. quite a large number of. good shops, 
some of them containing among their wares, 
but in limited quantities, long cloths and 
minor articles of foreign manufacture such 
as may be seen-in‘the miscellaneous shops 
of Hongkong and Macao.. The current sil- 
ver money is the Tang-tsan or. Swatow 
dollar, but Mexicans can be exchanged: at. 
the larger:commereial establishments at a 
discount of about four per cent, and broken 
silver with difticulty at not less than ten 
per cent... None bné “good cash” are used, 
and these are exchanged atthe rate of 1230 
per tael ; they are the only coin used by 
the general population, in their daily trans- 
actions. Provisioris are.cheap; fowls just 
half the price they are in Hongkong ; ex- 
cellent young beef is sold in the market at 
six cents alb.; fish is plentiful, and rice is 
about the same price as at Canton. The 
prices of common market provisions here, in 
Shing-tung and ‘Tin-pak, will be found atthe 
end of thisletterintabularform. Thecountry 
issaid tu prodtice barely enough rice for home 
conswuption, and occasioual importations 
are made; the principal productions ‘for. 
export are ground-nut.oil and the refuse in 
the shape-ef cakes for manure, sugar, ses- 
amum secds, -cocoa nnts and betel nuts ; 
the best description of betel nuts come from 
Ling-shin, a seaport on the south const: of 
the jsland, Firewood does not appear to 
be plentiful, but its price does not indicate 
4 positive scarcity ; 1t consists chiefly of the 
siiall branches of hard wood trees from the 
intoyioy, and of wild sshrwbbery.' -Optuin 
and raw cotton are imparted, and a limited 
quantity of long cloth. Bullock carts” and 
wheelbarrows are used for/the transport of 
goods, and the latter’ supply the place of 
sedan chairs, though sedan cbairs made of 
bautboo apd covered with green, cloth, are 
algo obtaffiable. ‘Through the-town of Hoi-

Next came the ‘‘Alexwuer, lost,” which 
has sadly worried many an anxious naviga- 
tor, on dark nights with a strong monsoon 
blowing. The Alesurvler, Forth, and Culum- 
bia-—all supposed to lie in the fairway, 
are known to have been brought on the 
charts from-very insufficient data, and al- 
though they still appear there, it is in so 
shadowy a form, that they have ceased to 
cause any anxiety: the Rifleman could ob- 
tain no bottom on any of their positions 
with several hundred fathoms of line. The 
Vanguard, Prince if Wales and other banks 
at the southwest part of tle China sea, 
which: were represented by a doubtful 
sounding here and there, have now assumed 
detined shapes and exhibit abundaat sound- 
iugs.

Mosr of our readers, no’ doubt, remember 
an ainusing. despatch addressed by Ting 
Taotai to Sir Harry Parkes, on the occasion

We are so frequently applied to for in- 


~ formation respectiug Demurrage. Lay-days, 


and Running days, that we are inclined to 
believe the law, and even the usage, in such 
matters is but very imperfectly uucerstood 
by those engaged in the Carrying Trade. 
nr present impression contains au inguiry 
of this nature. Our Corre: poudents desire 
to know whethér, having chartered a vessel 
abroad to loud im fifteeu raning-days, 
Sundays count. Our réply is, that Sundays 
and holidays, unless excepted in the Chart- 
er, are included in the runuing-days. | It 
may, however, be worth while to examine 
the question a fittle closer, aud poiut out, 
how far-the question has beeu.settled by 
law and ‘by éustom. According to the law 
of this couutry, a ship is considered to have 
rewhed her place of destination, under an 
ovdinary Churter-party, when she reaches 
the ordinary place of disvharge acvorling 
to the usese of the Port of arrival.

Eldon. But as the direction of his. Lord- 
ship scems to have been to. interpret 
the contract of affreightment by the custom 
of the Port, the decision may be regarded 
as the legal sanctida of an existing 
custom. ‘Lhe case put by our Correspou- 
* deuts is that of a ship loading at a foreign 
Port, probably a Port of the Continent.

stipulated for, or. Sundays aud holidays are 
expressly included in the ruoniny-days in 
‘the « harter, working-days only count, and 
Sundays and holidays fall into the ruuning- 
days, the custom of the Port tothe contrary 
notwithstanding. The meaning of this is, 
that Demurrage days are or may be matters 
of contract, aud an express stipulation res- 
pecting them cannot be interfered with by 
auy local custom at home or abroad. It is 
always easy so to-frame a Charter as to 
avoid any subsequent discussion as to its 
terms. If our Correspondents whose letter 
has occasioned these remarks had simply 
insisted on a stipulation in the Charter that 
Sundays and holidays should count in the 
runuing-days, whatever might be the cus- 
tom at the Port of loading or discharge, it 
would matter little to them what might be 
the usage at the Ports of Italy, or of any 
other country. Liability upon a Charter, 
as with every other contract, depends upon 
its terms, and it is only when those. terms 
a tague—as they too frequently are— 
that if draagotsary to interpret the contract 
by local custom.

THE RELIGIOUS MOVEMENT AT 
z SHANTONG.. 

A correspondent: writing from -‘Tientsin 
suys:-—‘*f amencourased by the publication 
in your issue of Ucs. 18 of syme nutes in 
regurd tu the religious movement in Shau- 
wf Proviuce, L40 miles sontlr of Vicntsin, 
to send youa few les move relating to the 
Bale subject. . 

Rey. Mr Innocent of the Methodist New 
Coineston Mission, returacd yesterday 
from a3 weeks absence in the Viciuity of 
that movement: He reports very favora- 
bly in regard tuits present condition nnd 
prospects. He baptised 16 persous of whom 
7. were children, the rest were adults, or 
the more advanced pupils in the villave 
schools. Those’ (45) meu und women who 
were baptised in September remaine | firma 
to their profession, sv Lustances of petty per- 
secution have gecurred which however did 
not frighteu or deter any of the cuuverts, 

An atteinpt at persecution, which at one 
time threatencd to be disastrous, resulted 


seems that a few native cliristians living 
in cevéain village, went away 6 or 7 Li to 
j attend. a festive or social gutheriug, at a 
| place where soiae friends or relatives resi- 
j ded. Their coming provoked a deal of bad 
| language tuwards them and they were ill 
treated. A party started off to the 
where their visitors resided, for -the pur- 
pose vf abusing other Christians there and 
of tearing down the building used as a cha- 
pel. To their great surprise they found 
there a well dresse l and- welt appearing 
christian “from ‘Tientsin (employed as a 
teacher by Mr Inuveent,) who with self 
possession and <ignity demanded what they 
wanted. He svon-stfeceeded by his tact 
and knowledge of Chinese character, in 
i quelling the riotous prod elings of the rab- 
ble, and in evading them to believe that 
their euurse was unbecoming in a very great 
degree. and would be sure to result very ui- 
favorably for them, should the foreigners 
bring the matter before their officials, He 
insisted that-ample satisfaction should be 
given for past insults and abuses, which 
should also suarantee their good Lehaviour 
_iu-the futare in “regard. to treating the na- 
tive chvistiaus. - It was finally settled that 
‘a fine sign for the Chapel shonld be procur- 
ed by the elders of the community which 
had sent these represetatives to destroy the 
“chapel, and that the native christians in: 
the vicinity of-the Chapel should be invited 
to a feast at the expensu of the other party: 
Mr Lunocent happened to be away at the 
time, aud on his revurn he did not under- 
stand fully the conclusion which had been 
reached by the adroituess of his teacher, 
uatil the day when the sign was to be deli- 
vere. It came attended hy a respectable 
deputation, who had procured the services 
of a band of music, to“add honor to the oc- 
‘easion. It proved’ to be a well executed 
sign or tablet which was put up over the 
door of the chapel. The inscription on it 
was appropriate. The native christians on 
the same uay living near the chapel feasted 
in Chinese styles at the expense of the eld- 
ers and people of the other and previously 
hostile neighbourhood. All seemed to be 
well pleased with the unexpected result of 
the contemplated destruction of property. 
About 15 li distant from the village where 
the principal interest centres, resides an 
old school.master, whose son, a-youth of 18 
to 20 years, has frequently attended the 
preaching services. ‘The son is a candidate 
for church membership and has. received 
several books which-le has taken home. 
His father has become so- much interested 
in the contents of these books, and so much 
impressed with their truth, that he has eun- 
cluded to have prayers in his sthool.. He 
requires his pupils to kneel down. ‘while he 
repvats or reuds a form of prayer which he 
found in one of the books his son brought. 
home. His course if persisted in is likely 
to bring bim into collision with his-patrons, 
some of whom have threatened to take 
away their children from his school.

He understood 
that it was owing to somé extortion in con- 
nection with the levying ‘or collection of 
the taxes. The gates of the provincial ca- 
pital were shut and closely guarded. _ All 
who desired to enter were strictly examin- 
ed. At one time the colporteur while show- 
ing his christian books and preaching was 
placed in a‘considerable._ danger. He was 
charged by a petty official with being con; 
nected with the Sect or Society of the 
White Lily, which it appears is much 
dreaded by the government there. The 
man arrested him and was taking him to 
hia superior official when the ‘prisoner hav- 
ing learned who that official was and recog- 
nizing him -as formerly from Tientsin, re- 
marked that he was not afraid: of the result 
inasmuch as he was himself from Tientsin, 
and knew the official when he lived ‘there. 
On heacing this - his - captor gradually 
released his hold on the colporteur, who 
was not sorry to find himself. at liberty to 
pursue his calling. 

He found in the city of ‘Tsi-nan-fu, ‘a 
man who previously had received seme 
christian books at Tung-chau-tu, near Che- 
foo, or from some of the missionaries who 
live at Tung-chau-fu He had become 
devply interested in these buoks and was 
highly delighted at meeting one who could 
explain their,.doctrines and who. believed 
them. They “spent the greater part of a 
night in ‘considering together. The man 
expressed himself as desirous of receiving 
baptism, and as determined if no missiona- 
ry came to Tsi-nan-fu, to go to. Leong Le- 
ing, where he might meet one, Leon Leing 
being distant of that city only about 240 li. 

Rev. Mr Edkins of the London Missio- 
nary Society, Peking, recently passed 
through this-city on his return from a visit 
to two places in Shantung province, 80 and 
110 li to the southward of Leon Leing. 
He baptised 8 persons at those places. Se- 
veral persons lived there whom ‘le had 
baptised at Peking. A native assistant was 
left behind to labor in that vicinity. 

From all we-can learn there appears to 
be no good reason to doubt but that the in- 
terest. in the doctrines and “truths of the 
gospel is increasing and widening in the 
sections refered to above in Shantung 
province.

BURNING OF H: M., STEAMER 
“BERENICE,” - 


We regret to report the tutal loss by fire 
of H. M. Steamer Berenice, Lieut. Dawa, 
in the Persian Gulf. The particulars of 
the disaster are at preseut very meagre ; 
but it would appear that the /erenice has 

eu cruising in the Gulf for some months 
past, and about 6 o'clock on the morning 
of the 31st ult. while about twenty-five 
miles off the eastern end of Sheik Shou Is- 
lund, she was discovered to be on fire on 
tle orlop deck. An alarm was given, and 
vificers and men exerted themselves to the 
utmost to extinguish the Hames -with such 
j meaus as- were available; but their efforts 
were unsuccessful, and the flames had soon 
made such progress that saving the vessel 
was perceived to be impossible... All hands 
then took to the boats, and succeeded in 
reaching Sheik Shval  [sland—an island 
about half way. down the Gulf.on the west 
side—in. safety.” Amdny those who escap 
edin this manner was Lieut.-Colonel Lewis 
Pelly, the Political Kesident. In con- 
sequence of. the rapidity with which the 
flames .spread, ‘the ere were unable to 
save: any. of their clothing, :and the only 
property which they could take ashore 
was the treasure chest and its contents. 
On arriving at the island, the officers 
rengaged two native vessels, purchased 
provisions, and proceeded to Bassidore 
}in company. with the crew—amonnting 
altogether ‘to 134 persons: A detachment 
of 52 men and an officer was left at Nakhi- 
lou, in charge of the boats. According to 
the latest telegram, the crew were all well, 
Lut quite destitute of clothing ; and it was 
the captain’s intention tu send the officers 
and erew to Bombay by the tirst opportunity 
which presented itself, 

Intelligence of the disaster was telegra- 
phed to Commander Robinson, Acting 
Superintendent of Mariue, at Bombay, and 
by order of that officer the Government 
steamer May Frere under cominand of Lieut 
Arnot was dispatched to render assistance 
to the unfortunate crew. The May Frere 
sailed on Thursday forenoon. The Hart 
Canning, which left Kurrachee on the. 1st 
inst, with a telegraphic staff on board four 
the purpose of moving some of the telegraph, 
stations, would be in the vicinity of the 
scene of the calamity a Very few days after 
xt occurred, and if it could be made known, 
that vessel would render important services, 
It is believed that the crew would endeavor 
to intercept the mail steamer, and thus 
secure a passage to Bombay. : 
The Berenice, which is well known in 
Eastern waters, has,seen much service. She 
was brought to Bombay in .1837, and was 
employed to carry tlie Overland mail-be- 
tween Bombay ar.d Suez. before that office 
was undertaken by the. P. & O. Company. 
In ‘1842 she was almost entirely rebuilt of 
teak, and from that time was. often employ- 
ed as a troopship. During the Burmese war 
she was commanded by Capt. Robinson, 
who also had charge of he: two or three 
years in the Persian Gulf and Yduring the 
last Chinese war) in Chinese'and Japanese 
waters. He took tgoops in her/from Suez 
to Hongkong ; at :ather time towed two 
ships from Singapore to. Hongkong ; and 
on.a third: occasion took two ships and a 
guu-boat in tow from Hongkong to the 
north of China during the north-east mon- 
soon, The vessel afterwards made several 
trips between Hongkong aud Manila, 
carrying. 250 horses with their fodder 
each time. The Berenice was a brig- 
rigged steamer of 250 herse power and 
carried six guns, Her registered ‘tonnage 
was 600 tons, -but being a very roomy 
vessel her actual tonnage was about one 
third mure.—Times of India, Nov. 12.

THE AGRA BANK. 

The Morning Herald (Oct. 20) congratu- 
lates the Agra proprietors upon the man- 
ner’in which they have. borne their re- 
verses. The closing of the doors last June 
cathe upon most of them with startling 
suddenuess and crushing severity. From 
the inflation ‘of shares at. a 200 per cent. 
premium to the depression.of a merely 
nowinal quotation they sank iin a few 
weeks ; from apparently ‘well-founded ex! 
pectatious that their bark would weather 
the storm to the painful reality that she 
had foundered in it, they passed in a single 
day. The Agra dividends were with num- 
bers the sole supplement to their retiring 


allowances ; the tangible representation of 
untold acts of self-denial, of providence 
and economy, during long and cheary ex- 
patriation to the country of the Three Pre- 
sidencies. Yet there was no peevishness, 
no repining, no murmuring at adverse fate, 
unreasonable reproaches of officers’ or di- 
rectors, Therefore, we have the greater’ 
pleasure in calling’ attention to the now 
happily probable eventuality, that no call 
will be needed ; that things are not nearly 
80 bad as Was at one time feared, and that 
what is left out of the £1,000,000 which 
constituted thé’paid-upjcapital of the united 
banks will afford a substantial basis for the 
future operations of the reconstituted Agra. 
While‘inviting co-operation in the work of 
resuscitation the committee, by. whom the 
movement has beef Brganized, are able to 
point to several circumstances which justify 
sanguine expectations. ‘The Agra. will 
return to its old Indian loves. Discarding 
the ambitious dreams which tempted it to 
aim at the position of a London: bank, it 
will in future be an Indian bank with a 
London agency. © 
The Morning Adtertiser (Oct. 20) is’ sure 
that no one can have perused without, plea- 
sure the report of the extraordinary ‘mect- 
ing of the shareholders in Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank. Amongst the mighty ones 
that during the last panic came to grief, 
there were few, if any, whose fate was more 
regretted than that of this celebrated bank. 
And deservedly so, -hegause it was in every | 
respect sound and worthy of contidence, aud 
because ita fall was not the result of natural 
decay, but, on the contrary, was due. to 
purely artificial caises, maliciously set: iv 
motion. Unfortunately the Bears were on- 
ly too successful ; and there cannot be -a 
more surprising proof of their activity and 
of the destructive force with which a. panic 
may be directed against the suundest iusti- 
tutions than the suspension of this bank. 
It is very rave indeed ‘that a statement so 
satiafactory is made to the share 
a@ company which has come to grief. “A re- 
aolution to resuscitate ihe Indian portion of 
the business of the bank was carried unani- 
mouély ; and before the meeting closed it 
transpired that intimations had been receiv- 
ed of the intention of certain shareholders 
to subscribe to the exteit of £40,000, in ad- 
dition to £120,000 which had: already been 
subscribed by others. _ It was, moreover, 
anuounced at the close of the meeting that 
555 shareholders in the old bank had given 
their written assent to the proposéd resnaci- 
tation. Already practitally its resuscitation 
| may be. regurded as a fait accompli, ‘and 
.there can be‘no doubt: that it will recom- 
menee operations with every prospect of 
success. eee
